Little Miss Astor. Who 
Inherits Great Wealth.

Ava Alice Muriel Astor, daughter of 
the late John Jacob Astor. who per¬ 
ished in the Titanic wreck, will be one 
of the richest youug women in Amer¬ 
ica when she becomes of age. By the 
terms of the will $5,000,000 has been 
set aside for her benefit. Muriel is 
now ten years of age, and the accumu¬ 
lations of the great fund will probably 
increase It to the sum of $7,000,000 by 
the time she is twenty-one. She will 
then receive it outright. Hereafter the 
ten-year-old girl will be known to 
friends of the Astor family as Miss 
Alice Astor Heretofore she has been 
called Muriel. But always within the 
home she was called “Alice.” 


Loose Flesh Beneath the Chin. 

When a person is naturally stout and 
the flesh is healthy and firm the wisest 
plan is not to meddle with nature. She 
intended you to be as you are, and so 
to leave well enough alone is best. 
However, if the flesh under the chin is 
soft and loose persistent treatment will 
make it firmer. 

To about four ounces of alcohol add 
a half teaspoonful of powdered alum. 
The chin should be bandaged with cot¬ 
ton or soft cloths, wet with this solu¬ 
tion several times daily. As little 
warm water as possible should be 
used on a soft chin, and whenever it 
is used plenty of cold applications 
should follow. It should always be 
remembered that heat has the tenden¬ 
cy to soften, while cold will harden 
and make firm. 

Carelessness Is one great reason why 
many girls and women have loose, 
baggy flesh. In cleansing the skin no 
doubt they work well, but if the weath¬ 
er is the least bit raw or chilly they 
feel too cold to rinse the skin proper¬ 
ly, which should be done several times 
with cold water. Failure to give the 
skin this all important tonic soon 
causes it to become relaxed, soft and 
loose. Little ice bags may be laid or 
bandaged on loose flesh to help In the 
process of hardening, and if made aft¬ 
er the following directions the extreme 
cold will be prevented from coming in 
contact with the skin, and only the 
cooled air will be felt: 

Make a bag of two thicknesses of 
flannel the desired size, then a bag of 
oiled silk to fit over the flannel one; 
then fill the flannel bag with cracked 
ice and close it by tying or any other 
convenient way. Lay the little bag 
with the oiled skin next to 'the flesh 
and bandage on firmly to hold in place. 
The cold air will penetrate the flesh 
without the severe icy feeling. The 
flannel is responsible for this, while 
the oiled silk prevents the clothing 
from becoming wet. Although the ice 
will keep for some time in the little 
bngs if made as directed, they may be 
changed and refilled frequently if de¬ 
sired.

Treatment For Weakened Scalp. 

Where there Is a pronounced weak¬ 
ness of the scalp and the hair is thin 
and falling, massaging first will In¬ 
crease the benefit. Part the hair all 
over the head into small separate 
strands and with the tips of the fin 
gers rub in the following tonic: Half 
an ounce of tincture of capsicum, half 
an ounce of tincture of cantharides, 
one-eighth of an ounce of resorcin, one- 
quarter of an ounce of oil of berga 
mot, three ounces each of bay ruin and 
witch hazel. See that the tonic is well 
rubbed into the roots and scalp. 

When the hair is thin, dry and harsh 
applications that will penetrate the 
pores of the scalp are efficacious. How¬ 
ever, it must always be remembered 
that what L good for one trouble 
might in some other case be harmful, 
as that which would be used to coun¬ 
teract excessive oiliness would in all 
probability contain a certain amount of 
astringent and so would be harmful 
to a dry scalp Yet the hair may fall 
from an excess of oil and also from an 
extremely dry scalp. 

The Right Face Powder. 

Face powder does uot always suit a 
dry skin, and it should in all cases be 
preceded by the application of a skin 
food or a cream of some sort .Animal 
fats in creams should be avoided, as it 
is claimed that where there is a tend¬ 
ency to superfluous hair the animal 
fat increases it. This may or may not 
be true. Cream should be rubbed well 
into the skin, left for some time, then 
rubbed off and the powder applied 
carefully. As nothing injures the skin 
more than the cheap, impure powders, 
one should always be careful to pur¬ 
chase a good brand.

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DECLARES DARROW 
DIRECTED BRIBERY 


Franklin Tells How Attorney 
Planned to Tie Up Trial 

t r - -- 

Bert H. Franklin, former chief de¬ 
tective for the McNamara defense and 
now star witness for the prosecution 
in the trial of Clarence S. Darrow for 
alleged jury bribery, took the stand 
and related what he declared to be 
the manner in which Darrow, then 
chief counsel for the McNamaras, 
asked him to bribe jurors in the trial 
of James B. McNamara. 

“It’s about time to get busy with 
the jury,” Franklin quoted Darrow as 
saying to him on October 5, 1911. The 
next day he said Darrow gave him a 
check for $1000 to be used in buying 
the vote as a juror of Juror Robert M. 
Bain, who later became the first sworn 
juror in the trial. He said that he had 
known Bain for twenty years, and that 
he had arranged for the corruption of 
the juror. Franklin followed George 
N. Lockwood on the witness stand. A 
grueling cross-examination of Lock- 
wood by Chief Counsel Rogers of the 
defense failed to shake the witness' 
original story. It brought out, how 
ever, and accentuated certain facts, 
which the defense claimed would go 
far toward establishing an alleged con¬ 
spiracy to involve Darrow in the brib¬ 
ery negotiations between Lockwood 
and Franklin, declared by the defense 
to have been directed by the District 
Attorney. 

Lockwood admitted on cross-exam¬ 
ination that be had never been served 
as a juror in the McNamara case, al¬ 
though he had been told by Franklin 
that his name bad been drawn. The 
defense undertook to show that Lock¬ 
wood’s name had been drawn after he 
had consulted with the District Attor¬ 
ney and in the proposed culmination 
of an alleged conspiracy against Dar¬ 
row. 

Franklin took the stand after brief 
re-direct and re-cross-examinations of 
Lockwood. After the usual prelimi¬ 
nary questions he said that he had 
entered the employ of the McNamara 
defense on June 29, 1911. Darrow, he 
said, wanted him to investigate all of 
the prospective jurors who might be 
called in the McNamara case as to 
their views regarding the Times ex¬ 
plosion, the McNamaras and as to 
union labor. Job Harriman, he said, 
was present at the meeting at which 
means were discussed of acquiring the 
information desired. ‘‘Mr. Darrow 
thought it was better to interview the 
neighbors of the jurors,” said Frank¬ 
lin, “but I told him I thought the best 
way would be to interview the jurors 
themselves. He told me to follow my 
own methods.” Copies of his reports 
on jurors, he said, were delivered to 
Darrow, Harriman, Scott and Davis, 
all attorneys for the McNamara de 
fense. Asked who paid him, Franklin 
said that Darrow usually did, but sev¬ 
eral times he received checks from 
Job Harriman. 

“Did you ever discuss the question 
of bribing jurors with Mr. Darrow?” 
was the next question. “Yes, sir,” 
said Franklin. 

The witness said that he had dis¬ 
cussed the question with Darrow first 
on October 5th, which was six days 
before the McNamara trial was called. 

Franklin was then asked regarding 
his acquaintance wilh Robert F, Bain. 
He said that he had known him for 
twenty years and had had numerous 
talks with Darrow about him. The 
first conversation with reference to 
the bribery of Bain, he said, occurred 
on the morning he received the check 
for $1000 from Darrow. He had told 
Darrow, he said, tbit Bain would be 
a poor juror for the McNamaras be¬ 
cause of his prejudice against union 
labor. He thought he could “get” him, 
however. “We had talked the matter 
over,” continued Franklin, “and had 
decided to spend $ 000 on the jury, 
$1000 of which wau to be given to 
jurors and $1000 to tnyself.”

NOT DELAY 


May Call Special Session to 
Deal With I. W. W. 


The possibility of a special session 
of the Legislature to enact a law ai> 
piicable to the San Diego I. W. W. 
situation is the topic among many 
residents of that city. 

It is generally believed that such a 
procedure would clear the present 
situation and give the San Diego city 
luthorities the legal right to proceed 
ngainst Industrial Workers of the 
World who are said to be on the way 
to that city. If such an action were 
taken and a law based upon sedition 
and its consequences were enacted, 
San Diego thus would be equipped 
with a measure which would enable 
it to cope with its present troubles 
without the aid of the State authori- 
ti.'R. 

D. F. Olidden, City Prosecutor, said 
that a special session of the Legisla¬ 
ture would he welcomed by San 
Diegans, not only because it might 
pass a law which would give that city 
the power to prevent activities on the 
part of Industrial Workers of the 
World, but because he believed the 
troubles credited to the workers there 
might be repeated in various other 
cities of California. 

Clidden declared that such a meas¬ 
ure would relieve the present situation 
of all of its difficulties and would give 
the authorities a measure upon which 
they could proceed against invading 
bodies of men. It was suggested that 
if such a law were passed it would 
provide a punishment for sedition. 

It has not. been necessary at any 
time to ask for the aid of troops, 
either State or Federal, but it is very 
apparent that it is part of the polit¬ 
ical plan of the Industrial Workers 
of the World and other unlawful ele¬ 
ments to purposely create friction and 
disorder, and then besiege the Gov¬ 
ernor of the State with requests for 
aid by State troops, based upon mis¬ 
representations of the grossest kind. 


IMPORTANT FOREIGN NEWS 


Guadalajara, Mexico, has been again 
Violently shaken by an earthquake. 

Jan Block, Belgium’s greatest com¬ 
poser and an authority on Flemish 
music .and folk song, is dead. He was 
born in Antwerp in 1851, 

Serious rioting occurred at Lima, 
Peru, and at Callao as a result of the 
Presidential election. Four persons 
were killed and several wounded. 
Depredations were committed also at 
Callao. In neither place was it possi¬ 
ble to carry on the elections. 

The German professional airmen 
have unanimously decided to strike if 
the demands of the German aviators’ 
union for a minimum wage of $75 
monthly, which was presented to the 
aeroplane construction companies, is 
not granted. It is stated that the 
wages of some of the professional avi¬ 
ators are as low as $37.50 a month. 

Rebel headquarters reecived word 
that Colonel Camboa, commanding a 
detachment of rebel troops, had de¬ 
feated and dispersed a volunteer force 
of federals numbering 115 at Temo- 
sachic, 156 miles northwest of Chi¬ 
huahua, a station on the Northwestern 
Railway. The report gives the fed¬ 
eral casualty list as fifteen, but does 
not mention any rebel loss.

TERSE CALIFORNIA NEWS 


The police are searching for R. C. 
McDonald, principal of McKinley 
Grammar School, Santa Ana, who is 
wanted on a serious charge. The al¬ 
leged victim is a girl under 15 years 
of age, and a pupil of the school. 

■rne combined efforts of six men 
tvere necessary to loosen the tentacles 
ef a twelve-foot devilfish from the hull 
of the launch of Mike Marincovich, 
who hooked the monster while fishing 
for grouper off Catalina Island. The 
octopus is the largest ever captured 
at the island, and was so unwieldy 
that none of the aquarium tanks would 
contain it. 

By a majority of slightly less than 
600 votes, prohibition was defeated 
in the municipal election of Pasadena. 
The amendment to place the city un¬ 
der a commission form of government 
was approved by an overwhelming 
majority. Under the provisions of the 
amendment Pasadena will be governed 
by five commissioners, each with a 
Salary of $3000 a year. 

State Highway Engineer Austin E. 
Fletcher has announced that by 1915 
there will be completed approximately 
2000 miles of State highways in Cali¬ 
fornia, including the main State high¬ 
way, connecting with the boundaries 
of Oregon and Arizona and Mexico, 
and the laterals, connecting the coun¬ 
ties and the county seats east and 
west of the main highways. 

Following one of the largest crops of 
onions ever grown in San Joaquin 
County has come a slump in the price 
that will greatly diminish the profits 
of growers in that vicinity. The mar¬ 
ket is declining daily, and it is pre¬ 
dicted by the warehousemen that 
within the next few days onions will 
be selling as low as 25 and 30 cents 
a sack. This time last season they 
were being easily sold at $2 a sack. 

Official notice has been served upon 
the pawnbrokers cf Los Angeles that 
they may not charge more than 2 per 
cent per month interest on pain of 
having their licenses revoked. Several 
money lenders promptly declared they 
would quit business. Loans were re¬ 
fused many seekers of funds and, as 
a result, of the situation, plans were 
formulated for a municipal Monte de 
Piete, where funds may be obtained 
at low rates of interest. 

District Attorney Goodcell of San 
Bernardino announced that lie would 
ask the State Supreme Court, on be¬ 
half of San Bernardino County, to 
reverse the ruling of the State Board 
of Equalization that pre-cooling plants 
of the Southern Pacific and Santa Fo 
railroads in that county were “rail¬ 
road operative property,” and there¬ 
fore subject only to State taxation. 
The county seeks $10,000 annually as 
taxes from these big plants. 

A swarm of bees put fifty passen¬ 
gers to rout at the Southern Pacific 
depot, San Mateo. The busy honey- 
makers came in a cloud and settled 
on an express truck which was stand¬ 
ing alongside the train. They assailed 
every passenger who attempted to 
step on the train platform. City Trus¬ 
tee G. II. Campbell placed a sack over 
them and attempted to remove them, 
with the result that the bees scattered 
and attacked every one in sight. 

After nearly four months of fighting 
the biggest tong war ever held by the 
Chinese of the Pacific Coast was 
brought to an end in San Francisco, 
and a peace pact signed at the Chinese 
Six Cc mpanics. Thirty murders and 
twenty other shootings is the record 
of the war, which, beginning in San 
Jose, extended from Chico to Los An¬ 
geles. The peace pact was signed 
owing to the fact that the four tongs 
are almost bankrupted as a result of 
the war. 

Riley Bale, the youth who was shot 
down in San Mateo by Edward De¬ 
laney because he wore a secret society 
emblem, will lie paid special military 
honors on Memorial Day. The Elev¬ 
enth Company, Coast Artillery, of 
which he was a member, will march 
under the command of Captain F. W. 
Waggoner to St. John’s Cemetery and 
fire a salute over his grave. In ac¬ 
cordance with the jury’s recommenda¬ 
tion, Judge Buck sentenced Delaney 
to San Quentin for life.

GENERAL NEWS EVENTS 


Twenty-two students of the Univer¬ 
sity of Utah mining school have been 
inspecting the mines of Nevada for 
the last week. 

Dan Davis, a negro, was burned to 
death In the streets of Tyler after he 
had confessed to assaulting Miss Car¬ 
rie Johnson of that city a week ago. 
Two thousand people participated in 
the lynching. 

By almost a unanimous vote, the 
senior class of Northwestern Uni¬ 
versity, Chicago, has voted in favor 
of the old-fashioned kiss in preferenca 
'lo the “sanitary” kiss, which many 
(ukhouities on hygiene advocate. 

An exhibit of Klamath county prod¬ 
ucts and a panoramic view of Klamath 
i Falls were shipped by C. T. Oliver, 
secretary of the Klamath Chamber of 
Commerce to the San Jose, Cal., High 
School to be placed in the exhibit 
room of that school as a permanent 
exhibit. 

Mrs. James A. Garland, by her mar¬ 
riage to Francis Cushing Green of 
New York at Garland farm, near 
Bourne, Mass., lost control of the ir- 
coine of a $10,000,000 estate, which, 
under the terms of her first husband’s 
will, goes to her five children, four 
sons and daughters. 

The buildings and grounds commit¬ 
tee within another week will request 
the San Francisco Board of Supervis¬ 
ors to close all streets leading to the 
exposition site, and immediately upon 
the passage of the final ordinance the 
contract will be awarded for fencing 
the site. These fences will be about 
three miles in length. 

Farnum Fish, the 18-year-old aviator, 
made a successful flight from Chicago 
to Milwaukee, covering the distance, 
estimated by the birdman at ninety 
miles, in a trifle over two hours. Until 
Fish neared Milwaukee he flew at a 
height of 1000 feet, but w’hen he got 
to that city he had to rise to 6000 feet 
to get above the smoke. 

The Italian quarter on the east side, 
Chicago, was turned into excitement 
when a bomb blew out the front of a 
two story brick building at 906 Milton 
avenue and set fire to three buildings. 
The entire loss was estimated at 
$25,000. Police assert that Antonio 
Marcini is the object of attack from 
a gang of extortionists. 

The general education board, to 
which John D. Rockefeller gave $30,- 
000,000 in 1907, and which has for its 
purpose the promotion of higher edu¬ 
cation throughout the United States, 
with particular reference to the South, 
gave away nearly a million dollars to 
schools and colleges at the spring 
meeting held in New York. 

Mrs. Jennie A. Crocker, the $10,000,- 
000 San Francisco heiress who is to 
marry Malcolm D. Whitman of New 
York, a lawyer and former tennis 
champion, said at the home of her 
fiance’s parents in Brookline that she 
would not part with her dogs, which 
include some of the most noted French 
bulldogs and Boston terriers, when 
she was married next month. 

So successful was the first test made 
last year by the Department of Agri¬ 
culture in shipping carefully selected 
grapes from California for the late 
Eastern market that this year the ex¬ 
periment will be renewed on an in¬ 
creased scale. The object is to see 
whether the Red Emperor grape, 
which ripens late in the fall, can com¬ 


pete on the Christmas market in New 
York, Chicago and elsewhere with 
Spanish and other European grapes. 

Alarming reports have been circu¬ 
lated as to the condition of William 
A. Dorr of Stockton, Cal., the youth 
w r ho Is locked up in Salem jail await¬ 
ing trial on the charge of murdering 
George E. Marsh, the wealthy retired 
Lynn (Mass.) soap manufacturer, early 
last month. It was stated that Dorr 
has an incurable disease and that he 
is in danger ef dying, but on the con¬ 
trary the prisoner is looking and feel¬ 
ing better than at any time since he 
w’as taken East for trial, according to 
Dr. Atwood of Salem. 

Attorney-General Wickersham, in a 
statement, declared the Government’s 
suit against the Southern Pacific Com¬ 
pany for the recovery of valuable oil 
land in Southern California “has de¬ 
veloped sensational and startling dis-1 
closures.” Testimony by witnesses 
subpoenaed by the Government, he 
says, “presents a remarkable picture 
of criminal conspiracy among high of¬ 
ficials of the Southern Pacific Com¬ 
pany to acquire from the United 
States under an agricultural grant oil 
lands valued at $15,000,000.” 

Holding that the mitigating circum¬ 
stances clause of the jury’s verdict 
should not have been disregarded by 
the trial Judge, the Supreme Court of 
Jackson, Tenn., commutated from 
hanging to life imprisonment the sen¬ 
tence of Samuel Miller, the Memphis 
uxoricide. While awaiting a hearing 
before the Supreme Court in 1903, a 
few months after he had been con¬ 
victed and sentenced to the gallows, 
Miller effected his escape from the 
Madison County Jail. After nine years 
of liberty Miller was recaptured a 
few months ago at Oakland, Cal. Mil¬ 
ler’s crime was the most atrocious 
one in the annals of Memphis. Alleg¬ 
ing that he had positive evidence of 
his wife’s unfaithfulness, the irate 
husband stabbed her to death and 
then literally hacked her body to 
pieces.
